THE EBBOSEOUS ASSESSMENTS 


The special order, the consideration 


of claims against the county for taxes 
paid under erroneous assessments, 
came np. In addition to the twelve or 
fifteen cases already on file, five others 
were presented. After these had been 
rend by the Clerk and referred to the 
Finance Committee, the 


CLAIM Or MBS. EOYAL 


Was taken up. This was a case in 
which Edwin Hunt had assessed a 
$110 lot ac $600, and improvements 
thereon which cost $360 at $2,500. 


Supervisor Pumyea moved that the 


county portion of the over-paid tax be 
refunded. 


After a second reading, Supervisor 


Overacker said he doubted the rfght of 
the Board to reduce any assessment 
and called for the reading of the opin 
ion of the District Attorney. 


Chairmin Burnham said that under 


the administration of Mr. Moore the 
Board 
had 
allowed 
several 
such 


claims. 


Ex-District Attorney A. A. Moore, 


being present, explained that the rule 
then was that the Board could not in 
terfere -with valuations or disturb aa 
seesmentB. 
Supervisor Overaeker thought the 


Board should be very cautious about 
passing upon such applications. 


The opinion of District Attorney 


Glascook, submitted some time since, 
wst then read, showing that officers to 
bo of opinion that the Board could re- 
fund the county portion of all money 
paid on illegal assessments or errone- 
ous collections. 
Supervisor Pumyea withdrew his 


motion to allow the claim. 


Supervisor Overaeker moved that 


th* claim be rejected, which motion 
prevailed. 


THE 01BIDI.Y CLAIM. 


Mrs. Joseph Gridley, of San Lean- 


dro, presented a claim, accompanied 
by a certificate of Assessor Hall, show- 
ing that he made a clerical error iu his 
return, whereby Mrs. Gridley's prop- 
erty was assessed at $500, instead of 
§50, as was intended. 


Supervisor Mason moved that this 
laim be likewise rejected. 
Judge Noble Hamilton, who said he 


lepresented a similar claim, argued at 
some length that the Board could cor- 
rect such errors, and that notwith- 
standing the fact that the Board sat as 
a Board of Equalization, as suggested 
by Charinmn Burnham, it could also 
sit as a Court of Equity for the cor- 
rection of clerical errors wher« those 
errors worked an injustice.

THE HALVES CLAIM. 


A. A. Moore, Esq. , presented two 


claims of E. A. Hainea, one for $41 68 
and one for $52 21. Thes» claims 
:;r»w out of the purchase of two pieces 
of property by Mr. Haines at tax sale, 
when it transpired the taxes had b»en 
paid by the owners and the tax title 
was therefore worthless. Mr. Moor* 
said that the l»w specially provides for 
the refunding ot taxes erroneously or 
illegally collected; that th»re is » dif- 
ference between the Assessor and Col- 
lector, the former being a constitu- 
tional officer, and the Board could not 
go back and correct his assessments 
after the Board of Equalization has 
done its work; that an error iu assess- 
ment cannot be corrected, but an error 
iu collecting can and must be cor- 
recttd. He said it was the duty of the 
Board to pro teotthoie buying property 
it delinquent tax sales, for if men go 
there at their peril the property will 
ioon come to be left on the county's 
lands. 


Chairman Burnham r«ad from an 


'pinion by District-Attorney Glascock, 
Therein that officer hold that purchas- 
ers operate with their eyes open. 


After further discussion, Mr. Moore 


asked that the Huines claim be passed 
intil ho could consult with the Dis- 
rict Attorney. So ordered.

T case of Mrs. B. Striker, her prop- 


erty having been assessed at double 
he amount assessed against the adja- 
c«ut lots, was then taken np and re- 
ected.

that it wan necessary to send the Sher- 
iff to Contra Costa arid Santa Clara 
counties to obtain witnesses in the 
case of the cattle thieves, who -would 
thereby probably be convicted, whereas 
otherwise the oases would hare gone 
by default. He thought such a claim 
a legal one, the Boiird being the pro- 
per judge as to the amount due. 


MOKE TAX CLAIMS. 


The Board then resumed th* consid- 


eration of tax claims, taking up that 
ot William Sherman, ag«nt for E. M. 
Sherman, whoia lot in this oity wag 
asieued at $14,000 and improrements 
thereon at $5,000, where** BO 1m- 
proYementg had ever been muds there- 
on. The use was passed, there being 
no one preaeut to explain the matter. 


The California Building AwocUtion 


complained of an assessment of $1,000 
on personal-property which it doei not 
own-, and on alleged improvements on 
a certain lot, which improvements do 
not exist. No one being present to 
represent the case it went over. 


The complaint of James Uram of an 


assessment of $1,000 on improvements 
that do not and never did exist, also 
went over for went of representation. 


J. J. Hannifin's claim fo' $85 15, 


paid on property which had also been 
paid on by E. D. Ksyes, csme up, but 
no certificate of the Assessor or Col- 
lector tiding attached, nor any state- 
ment as to whether the amount should 
be refunded to Hannifin or Keyaa, the 
matter went over. 


The case of W, B. Peters, assessed 


for $4,800 on mythical improvements, 
also went over. 


The claim of Mrs. S. A. Jackson, 


that her lots were assessed at $1,800 
when the should have been assessed 
for but $800, was rejected. 


The case of Mrs. Anderson, assessed 


for $4.300 on impiovements that do 
not exist, and $500 ou personal prop- 
erty on which the tax had already b«eu 
paid, was postponed for a lack of rep- 
reseutation. 


The case of Julia H. Baxter, as- 


sessed for $1,000 on improvements 
that never existed, was also postponed. 


M. Kickard presented a claim for 


money paid on an assessment of $1,000, 
which fie claimed shoukK-only have 
been $500. Rejected. 


The claim of J.-E. Howe, assessed 


on $700 improvements which never 
existed, came up, without representa- 
tion, and was postponed. 


AH EXPLANATION. 


Chairman Burnham remarked that 


many people labored under the false 
impression that nothing but a builci- 
ne constituted "improvements." An 
artesian well, a load of lumber or any- 
thing that was saleable was an im- 
provement, and even if a man owns con- 
tiguous lots with improvements those 
improvements throw the shadow of 
their increased value over the vacant 
'lots. 


Philip Schrfiber sent iu a bill, 


claiming an error of $1,600 in the val- 
uation of one piece of property, worth 
but $1,500 and was assessed at $3,100, 
and an error of $150 iu the assessment 
of another piece. Rejected. 


F. Schieiber wan assessed far $4,000 


on a piece of property claimed to be 
worth but $1,900. The claim was re- 
jected. 


CROOKED CONTEAOIS.- 


Chairman Barnharn expressed sur- 


prise that the records did not show 
that the Building Committee was nut 
empowered by the Board to 1st tla* 
contract for the construction of the 
walks about the Court House; and 


now, 
he said, another piece of work 


had been ordered by that Committee 
and he wished to inquire if power had 
been granted. He referred to the im- 
provements going on on Fiauklin 
Square. 


The Clerk remarked that the rec- 


ords did not show that the Committee 
was empanneled to have the work per- 
formed. 


Chairman Bnrnham said that more

Chairman Burnham said the people

Chairman Burnham remarked that

Supervisor Pumyea objected to a

pervisor Chase, -with power to act. 


GOBBLING STATE SCHOOL MONE5T. 


The Clerk read a communication 


from State Controller >V. B. C. Browu 
to the County Clerk, stating that, in 
accordance with the opinion of Attor- 
ney General Hamilton, he should be 
compelled to deduct $226 from the 
next apportionment of State moneys 
Tthe School Fund being the

money paid the county] to this county 
to pay the claim of J.E. Whitcher, un- 
less the county took steps to settle the 
claim prior to the next settlement with 
the State.

Ajid we would recommend to the Board 
of Supervisors that they have the iron 
fence ana stone walk<i constructed 


THE JAIL. 


We find everything in the jail, with 


but few exceptions, in good condition. 
The crowded condition of the prisoners is 
owing to the insufficient number of cells, 
three or four prisoners being crowded into 
each. Some of the prisoners complain oi 
not having exercise, which is, owing to the 
fact of the insecurity of the liars le.ulmy 
into the passage way. We winikhvcinn- 
rnend to the Board of Supen isoi s tii.it 
they immediately finish off the upper part 
of the jail, putting in more cells, all tlie 
water-closets and one or t\\ o gas fixtures 
in the po&sagc way, and properly secure 
the birs leading into both the passage 
ways, as we certainly believe necessity 
demands it. 


COUXT\ INKIHMAln. 


We find in the County Infirmary, in 


•very department thereof, system, order 
and neatness. We heard no complaints 
from the patients, of which there are now 
seventy-nine under treatment, and we 
saw no cause for complaint, aa all appear 
to be well cared for. The books and ac- 
counts appear to be neatly and correctly 
kept—in fact all departments appear to 
be carefully and judiciously managed. 
H<Rce, we "have no changes to recom- 
mendv except we reqneit the Supervisors, 
at their earliest convenience, to cause a 
24-inch iron pipe to be put in connection 
with the Mountain Spring and Water 
Tank, the one now in use being entirely 
too small and leaking badly, being only 
one inch in diameter, hence of but little 
account: but can and should be used in 
irrigating the vegetable garden and ad- 
jacent grounds. 


"SO FAB, AMD YET SO Nt.VIl " 


We find considerable complaint on the 


part of the Superintendent of Public 
Schools, as well »s the teacheis thereof, 
and most justly, too. ou aojcunt of their 
being compelled to take countv warrants 
fer their pay and stand the discount mi 
the same, when there is now, and h.is 
been since last February, something like 
874,000 lying in the State Treasury at 
Sacramento belonging to the School 
Fund of this county. We understand 
that the reason why the County Treas- 
urer has not brought it down is that tiie 
Supervisor^ are not wiling to pay the 
expense thereof. 
We would most earn- 


estly recommend the Board of Supervis- 
ors that hereafter they make provision 
for paying tho expenbe of bringing down 
the school money from Sacramento as 
soon as they are notified of the appor- 
tionment by the State thereof.

On Saturday evening a meeting of 


the regular and special officers of the 
Oakland Police Force, was held at the 
City Hall by order of Captain D. H 
Rand. Tha meeting was for the pur- 
pose of giving special instructions to 
force, a portion of which was for thoir 
private and particular ears only, and a 
portion in the shape of written orders, 
signed bv the Captain, and which 
are heiewith made public. The gist 
of these orders ia as follows: 


Hereafter each and every Begular 


and Special poliaa officer (unless or- 
dered on detective or special duty) 
will be required, while on duty, to 
wear his star conspicuously placed on 
the left breast of his outer garment. 


All Begnlar and Special police offi- 


cers must report on duty and off duty 
in person and no Begnlar or Special 
officer .will be allowed to report for 
another officer. 


No Kcgulnr or Special officer while 


on duty will be allowed to visit bar- 
rooms or any othei place for the pur. 
pose of drinking intoxicating liquors; 
or throw or count dice for money, 
drinks or things of value; nor sleep 
while on duty, either in the office or 
elsewhere. 


No Regular or Special officer will be 


allowed under any circumstances to 


he places while on duty or off duty. 


No Regular officer while on duty 


will be allowed to visit any driuking- 
house, house of ill fame, ball, theatre, 
circns or other place of amusement, 
except by order of the Captain of Po- 
lice. 


All Begular officers while on dnty 


are required to patrol their beats con- 
stantly during their hours of duty, 
keeping a vigilant watch for fires, and 
offenses against persons and property, 
and against the public peace, and in 
no case shall they l«ave their beats 
without permission of the Captain of 
Police, except in pursuit of objects of 
official dnty of pressing impoitauce, 
and not affording time to obtain such 
pci mission. 


In case of fire or alarm of fire at 


night time one officer of the patrol at 
Seventh street station, 
must re- 


main on duty ut that station. Also one 
of the officers, on the patrol between 
Ninth and Fourteenth streets must re- 
mam on that beat. The other two 
will proceed to the fire, and in no tnse 
ft here there is only one officer on duty 
at Seventh street station will he leave 
his beat to attend a fire.
